STATUS IS ASSAILED

Nation Humiliated and Its 
safety Imperiled, Senator 
Says in Speech.

Drawing a barrage of criticism of the 
American navy from both sides of the 
Capitol, the naval appropriation bil! was 
reported yesterday to the House. The 
verbal shells were merely range find- 
ers for concerted attacks to be delivered 
when the measure, carrying $314,552,680 
for activities during the next fiscal 
year, runs the blockade of big-navy 
men in both houses. 

While the bill still was in the safe 
harbor of the appropriations committee 
before the house met, a plan was brew- 
ing among naval committee members 
to demand elevation of the guns of 
American battleships to equal the fir- 
ing range of British and Japanese war- 
ships. , 

In the Senate, criticism of the navy 
was voiced from the floor by Senator 
Johnson (Rep.), California, who de- 
manded that it be raised from __its 
“woeful status” to a parity with any 
other nation. 


Calls U. S. Outgeneraled. 


Declaring “we were outgeneraled in 
the arms conference” and “that every- 
body believed our navy would be equal | 
to Great Britain’s and greater than) 
that of Japan,” Senator Johnson as- | 
serted the American navy in compari- | 
son with the other two powers is “un- 
derbuilt, insufficient, inadequate and 
so far inferior as to humiliate the na- 
tional pride and imperil the national 
safety.”

PERMIT FOR BRIDGE 
OVER BAY IS ASKED 


New Company Plans Span 
From Sandy Point to 


Kent Island. 

Baltimore, Md., Jan. 3 (By A. P.).—A 
new project for bridging Chesapeake 
bay was launched today when an appli- 
cation was filed with the public service 
commission seeking permission to con- 
struct a span from Sandy Point on the 
western shore to Kent Island near the 
eastern shore, and thence to the main- 
land. The bridge would be 4 miles 
long, crossing the bay at its narrowest 
point. 

John G. Lee, named as counsel for 
the new company, declined to reveal 
the names of its incorporators or di- 
rectors until a charter has been applied 
for. This action, he predicted, would be 
taken within a few days. Mr. Lee said 
construction of the bridge would be 
engineered by a North Carolina contrac- 
tor. 

The Chesapeake Bay Bridge Co. 
was incorporated here last November 
for the purpose of erecting an 8-mile 
span from Bay Shore to Rockhall, at 
a cost of $10,000,000. Bankers behind

kew Bonus Certificates. 
Taken for Loans by Banks 


Only Tenth of Those Presented Accepted—Customers 
Shown Preference—Some Veterans, Disappointed, 
Are Abusive, Though Courteously Refused. 


Hundreds of war veterans carrying 
their insurance certificates crowded 
Washington banks yesterday seeking 
loans they did not get. 

The certificates acquired a legal loan 
value yesterday and banks throughout 
the city were crowded all day with 
men who sought loans on their certifi- 
cates. Not 10 per cent of the applica- 
tions were granted, it was estimated 
last night, banks confining their loans 
on the whole to their regular cus- 
tomers. 

In some few instances both large 
and small banks granted loans to in- 
dividuals who were not customers, but 
whose stories caused bankers to make 
exceptions to the general rule that the 
certificates were not open sesame to 
the bank funds. 

Some of the veterans were distressed, 
many were disappointed, and some few 
became angry and abusive when they 
were told kindly and _ courteously 
enough that the bank could not grant 
their request. Lanier P. McLachlen, 
president of the McLachlen Banking 
Corporation, was roundly abused in a 
loud voice by a veteran to whom he 
had expressed his regret that he could 
not give a loan on the veteran’s certifi- 
cate. 


Most of the veterans wko applied for 
loans, bankers said, had no bank ac- 
counts at all, many of them had no 
clear understanding of the loan pro- 
visions of the certificates, and though 
disappointed, were good humored 
enough about the matter when their 
request was refused. 

Riggs, Federal-American, Merchants 
Bank and Trust, Liberty National, Dis- 
trict National, Commercial National, 
Lincoln National and several other 
banks made special provision for the 
reception of the loah-asking veterans 
and expect to continue to do so until 
the first rush is over. 

District bankers on the whole are 
put out about the situation, expressing 
their belief that the government has 
not been fair to the banks nor to the 
veterans in what has been said about 
the certificates. One of the important 
factors in their decision is the be- 
lief that most of the veterans who 


sought loans simply did so as a means 
of getting as much cash for their cer- 


tificates as they could with no inten- 
tion of repaying the loan at its ma- 
turity. The government red tape, the 
bankers said, would cost the bank 
many times. what the loan was worth

In the office of District Attorney 
Elvin N. Edwards, at Mineola, Webster 
astounded officials with his narration 
of how he had outwitted his unsus- 
pecting relatives in order. to gain a, 
quick revenge on his wife’s mother, | 
who, he said, had taken his wife’s part 
in a quarrel over their year-old child. , 

Mrs. Galloway’s battered body was | 
found at 11 a. m. today by another | 
son-in-law, Dr. Del Clair Bassett, a! 
veterinarian. Dr. Bassett and Webster | 
were taken to the district attorney’s | 
office at Mineola. After half an hour’s 
grilling, Webster sobbed out his secret. 

In disjointed, broken sentences he re- 
cited a grim story of hatred—hatred for 
his mother-in-law, who wanted to take 


THOUSANDS AT HANKOW 
ATTAGK BRITISH AREA 


Coolies Stone Foreign Police, 
Marines and Sailors for 
Four Hours. 


FINALLY DRIVEN AWAY 


Hankow, Jan. 3 (By A. P.).—A hand- 
ful of British fighting men, without fir- 
ing a shot, today held in check an in- 
furlated mob of several thousand Chi- 
nese coolies who attempted to charge 
into the British concession district of 
this city of interior China. 

Incited by anti-British speeches at a 
New Year’s celebration on the banks of 
the Yangtse river, the horde of yelling 
Chinese moved against the British 
quarter. In their path were a few 
British policemen, and they stood their 
ground when stoned. 

Twenty sailors of British warships in 
the Yangtse joined the policemen. They 
fixed bayonets to their rifles, and they 
, used their rifles as clubs in exchanging 
: blows with the charging mob, but they 
did not fire. Marines, hastily landed, re- 
inforced the little British party. 

Three of the British defending the 
concession were wounded and taken to

Philadelphia Police Base Be- 
lief on Bible Quotation 


Found in Room. 

Philadelphia, Jan. 3 (By A. P.).—Some 
detectives expressed the belief today 
that Mrs. Agnes Krajeski, and her 
daughter, Elizabeth Passawater, 17 
years old, of Camden, N. J., whose 
bodies were found here last night in 
a gas-filled room, had gono to their 
deaths in a suicide pact. 

They based this belief on a quotation 
from the Bible pinned on a calendar 
in the room. The quotation, written 
with a lead pencil on a small piece of 
paper, read:

Others, believed the deaths were ac- 
cidental, while still others held the 
theory of murder and suicide. Investi-

Southerners Defy Threat to 
Investigate Denial of 
Vote to Negroes.

Frank L. Smith, according to his con- 
fidants in the Senate, has postponed 
his appearance. at the Capitol for: an- 
other week, but the Senate yesterday 
could not avoid the tantalizing problem 
of his coming. . 

Democratic members of the upper 
branch of Congress at a conference 
agreed—excepting only three or four 
senators—to block the senator-desig- 
nate from Illinois at the ‘door. 

Senator T. H. Caraway, of Arkansas, 
served notice on Senater David A. Reed, 
of Pennsylvania, and other proponents 
of Smith and Vare that threat of action 
against the South over the disfranchise- 
ment of the negro will not serve to still 
the Democratic opposition to the two 
men. 

Senator James A. Reed, of Missouri, 
challenged the right of Senator Ger- 
ald P. Nye, Of North Dakota, to take the 
oath of office, but abandoned the parli- 
amentary attack after he had estab- 
lished the validity of having all cre- 
dentials go to the committee on privi- 
leges and elections. 


Deneen Brings no Comfort. 


Senator Charles S. Deneen, of Illi- 
nois, returned to Washington after what 
he termed an accidental meeting 
with Smith, but brought slight com- 
fort for those Republicans who wish to 
have the Illinois man absent himself 
entirely from this session. 

The result of the Democratic confer- 
ence dissipated entirely the suggestion 
frequently advanced that the minority 
side would find some difficulty in get- 
ting over the State’s rights hurdle in 
the case of Smith. 
~ Benator Reed, of Missouri, it is un- 
derstood, adressed the conference at 
length in opposition to Smith and at- 
tacked the soundness of any of the 
arguments which have been made in 
his defense. 

“It will be a big day for this coun- 
try,” he said later in the day, “if the 
senate establishes the old rule of 
equity law that a man must come into 
court with clean kands to have any 
standing, and demonstrates to thé 
country that political place can not be 
acquired by the use of money.” 

Senator Joseph T. Robinson, of Ar- 
kansas, minority leader, said that as 
the result of the conference a resolu- 
tion would be offered and supported 
by the Democrats to deny Smith the 
oath. There are also, it is said, 21 Re- 
publican votes against Smith not 
counting the progressives who may be 
expected to vote solidly against him. 


Caraway Accepts Challenge. 


Senator Caraway's acceptance of the 
Republican threat of investigating the 
question of the negro vote in the South 
came in:the course of a reply which he 
made to a speech of Senator Reed, of 
Pennsylvania. The Pennsylvania sena- 
tor was quoted in dispatches with hav- 
ing said that in some Southern States 
only 5 per cent of the electorate par- 
ticipated, while in Texas polls were not 
opened in twelve counties and that 
suck matters should be inquired into 
by the Senate. 

After paying his respects to Senator 
Reed and Senator George H. Moses, of 
New Hampshire, who suggested the in- 
vestigation of the negro vote on the 
floor of the Senate, and denying that

IN CONGRESS DEBATE 


State Convention Should 
Decide on Amendment, 
Says Edwards. 


ASKS FOR TREASURY 
~ LETTERS ON SUBJECT 


Celler Would Bar

Consideration of the government’s | 
policy of putting poison in commercial 
alcohol occupied the attention of offi- 
cilals in both the executive and legis- 
lative branckes of the government yes- 
terday. ' 

In Congress members of both the 
Senate and House who want the prac- 
tice of denaturing as practiced by the 
Treasury Department either stopped or 
changed, launched violent attacks acta 
the existing policy. | 

At the Treasury, Secretary Andrew Ww. 
Mellon, Brig. Gen. Lincoln C. Andrews, 
in charge of prohibition enforcement 
and government chemists tackled the 
question of a nonpoisonous but un- 
palatable formula to use as a denatur- 
ant. 

A fiood of resolutions and verbal at- 
tacks were iaunched against the use of 
poison in liquor on Capitol Hill. 

Senator Edward I. Edwards, of New 
Jersey, in the course of a long prepared 
speech, submitted his resolution for 
repeal of the: eighteenth amendment 
by the vote of State conventions and 
one calling for all Treasury correspon- 
dence on the subject of poisoning alco- 
hol, especially that in which Wayne B. 
Wheeler, of the Antisaloon league, took 
part. 


Celler Offers Resolution. 


In the House, Representative Eman- 
uel Celler, of New York, introduced a 
resolution to prevent the use of poison 
in denaturing alcohol. Representative 
“Toring M. Black, of New York, called 
upon the Treasury to furnish all State | 
governors with a list of the men re-, 
sponsible for the poisonous Pane SE 
so that the various chief executives 
might know whom to prosecute for 
deaths from drinking poisoned liquor. 
Representative Benjamin L. Fairchild, 
of-New York, introduced a resolution 
informing the Treasury there is no such 
thing as “legalized murder,” and Rep- 
resentative F. H. LaGuardia called for 
immediate action on his -resolution 
asking for information as to the ac- 
tivities of “undercover” prohibition 
agents.

Town Periled as Flames 
_ of Penn Co. Property 
| Brush Big Tanks. 


2 BUILDINGS, 25 FUEL. 
TRUCKS DESTROYED 


Firefighters Draw Water From 
River Mile Away; Panic 
Caused by Explosions. 


A spectacular fire which destroyed 
'two buildings of the Penn Oil Co. on 
“al old Alexandria road in Rosslyn, 
early last night, threatened to 
| devastate the town when it made its way 
| to within less than a score of feet from 
| storage tanks in which 500,000 gallons 
|Of gasoline and oil were stored. There 
| were 14 explosions. 
| A slight breeze kept the flames from 
jumping the narrow space between the 
| burning building and the storage tanks 
; until the arrival of Arlington county 
and Washington firemen, who drenched 
; the tanks with water pumped from the 
' Potomac river, nearly a mile away. 
Paul Himmelfarb, president of the 
|company, said the fire, which destroyed 
two garages, 25 tank trucks and a 
iquantity of valuable machinery and 
| merchandise, caused dumage of ap- 
| proximately $500,000. 

The fire started, it is believed, from 
'a short circuit in the wiring of a gaso- 
iline filled tank truck stored in the ga- 
| rage for the night. Within a few mo- 
ments the tank exploded and the blaze 
spread to others nearby with such 
rapidity that before arrival of the firet 
volunteer fire companies from Rosslyn, 
Clarendon, Cherrydale and other nearby 
towns, most of the shed housing the 
| trucks was ablaze and the fire had 
spread to a second combined garage 
and warehouse. 

The fire was discovered by Robert 
Howard, colored, 74-year-old watchman 
for the company. After sounding the 
alarm Howard, aided by Edwarg

ing. They were driven back by the in- 
tense heat after saving 
vehicles, f 


Three Companies From. City. 
| Immediately after crriving; the Vir- 
ginia firemen saw that the fre was be- 
yond their control and appealed to fire 
headquarters here for aid. No. 5 en- 
gine company, commanded by Capt. J. 
| Nash, was dispatched to the scene. 
|Capt. Nash appealed for more com- 
panies and at the order of Fire Chief 
Ceorge Watson, two more companies 
and the second battalion chief, P. J. 
Sullivan, were ordered to the fire. 

Although 5,000,000 gallons of gago- 
line and oil are stored within a radius 
ofa half-mile from the fire the only 
available water is the Potomac river, a 
mile distant. The Washington firemen 
combined their hose with that of the 
volunteer companies and succeeded in 
throwing only three streams ‘of water 
on the biaze. 

Attracted by the reflections of the 
flames, a crowd estimated at 2,000 gath- 
ered and despite pleadings of police 
and firemen to stay at a safe distance, 
pressed forward to within a few feet of 
the fence surrounding the _ garages. 
When the tanks began to explode, 


throwing burning oil hundreds of feet . 


into the air, however, some persons be- 
came panic stricken and ran for safety, 
knocking each other down in their 
hurry 

Owners of the Republic, Indepen- 
dent, Columbia, Crown, Texas and the 
Taylor & Korman oil companies, ad- 
joining the Penn Oil Co. plant, aware 
of the danger of the fire spreading, or- 
dered their employes to remove all of 
their trucks from the garages. 


Big Fire a Year Ago. 


If the fire had spread to the tanks 
near the burning garage, Himmelfard 
said, they no doubt would have ex- 
ploded and thrown the burning oil 
‘across the street, where the main tanks 
of the Penn Oil Co., containing 1,000,- 
000 gallons of oil and gasoline, are lo- 
cated. The road is only about 25 feet 
wide. 

Once the fire gained a good start in 
the main yard of the company, Him- 
melfard said, firemen almost would be 
powerless to check it because of the 
lack of proper water facilities. The 
huge storage tanks of the other oil 
companies are placed almost side by 
side along the Alexandria road. Him- 
melfard was attending the Almas Tem- 
ple balk at the Arcadia when notified 
of the fire and appeared in evening 
clothes. 

The Penn Oil Co. was the scene of a 
disastrous fire a year ago when a stor- 
age tank caught fire and caused dam- 
age estimated at $100,000. Last night 
approximately 30,000 gallons of oil and 
gasoline burned.

Data Involving Seven Firms 


Show Wide Differences in 
Local Operations. 


ONE DOLLAR OR MORE

\Hearings Will Be Resumed 


After Study by Senate 
Committee.

The variable operations of local: coal 
dealers were revealed in a report sub- 
mitted to the Senate District commit- 
tee yesterday by Comptroller General 
McCarl. Dealers making a net profit of 
$1 or more on every ton of coal they 
sold: were represented as making small 
aggregate profits on large turnovers; 


another one made a big aggregate profit 
on a lesser turnover and smaller profit 
a ton, while the one with the largest 
turnover was reported as having made 
@® smaller net profit than two dealers 
doing about one-tenth as much busi- 
ness. ee 

Of the five dealers on whom ‘com- 
plete reports were made three made a 
net profit of $1 or more on every ton ‘of 
coal handled regardiess of its ‘grade or 
from whence it came, -while two of them 
made less. ae a 

The report showed that at least one 
of the dealers, the one-whose operations 
were the most extensive, increased’ his 
gross profits during the strike period 
which, it is pointed out, was coincident 
with the winter seasOn of operations. 

Comptroller General McCarl’s office 
has been examining the books of rep- 
resentative dealers as the result of ex- 
tensive hearings by the Senate Dis- 
trict committee at the last session on 
charges that they profiteered during 
the coal strike. His report states no 
conclusions, but merely submits the re- 
sults of the audit. About seven repre- 
sentative dealers are dealt with, »dut 
the report seems complete only as con- 
cerns five of them. 


Hearings to Be Reopened. 


As soon as the committee members 
have an opportunity to study the mass 
of data and figures the hearings ure to 
be reopened and the dealers called in 
explanation of various items before a 
final report is rendered by the com- 
mittee. 

The identify of the dealers examined 
is not revealed in accordance with the 
agreement entered into by the commit- 
tee and their representatives. 

Although the hearings turned on 
charges of. profiteering during the 
strike, the report covers the operation 
over @ period of 12 months as the’re- 
sult of the complaint by the dealers 
that it would be unfair to take their 
business for a shorter period. 

What appears to be the largest dealer 
dealt with is described as “A.” He 
made a net profit of $3.07 on every ton 
of briquettes he sold, the fuel on the 
local dumps costing him $9.37 and re- 
tailing at $15.28. Administrative and 
ali other expenses of operation were 
deducted before the $3.07 net profit was 
figured. 

This dealer handled ten grades of 
coal, and on eight of them made a 
net profit of $1.13 a ton, while on two 
grades he lost 19 centga ton. His net, 
profit on coke was $1.44 a ton, while his 
net profit on Pocahontas and New: River 
coal, around which the hearing re- 
volved, was 75 cents and $1.52 on two 
grades. “B” made 36 cents a ton prof- 
it on this particular coal; “C’ $1.59 and 
“E” 84 cents. 


$6.40 to $9.39 Per Ton. 


The price local dealers paid for this 
particular .coal ranged from $6.42 to 
$9.39 delivered here. It was sold at 
prices around $14. The freight rate 
which is figured in the cost to the deal- 
ers, it was developed at the hearings, 
is around $3, making the mine cost of 
this coal from about $3.42 to 6. 

In an accompanying profit and loss 
sheet “A” was representéd as having: 
made a net profit of $23,987.14 on a 
turnover of $1,432,550.57. This state- 
ment deducted a large amount for de- 
preciation as well as a heavy loss on a 
quantity of Welsh coal. 

“B” with a turnover of only $101,181 
made $28,538.20. “C” with a turnover 
of $129,760.82 made but $1,385.60 for 
the year. “E’’ with $625,700 made $21,- 
071.90, and “G” with a turnover : of 
$147,323.48 made only $781.79, 

“C” for’ whom such a small aggre- 

ate earning was reported; handled 
our gradés of coal, according to. the 
report, and on three grades made a 
net profit of $1.43 for every ton 
handled and on one grade lost 2 cents, 
while “E,” who made a $21,000 profit 
from $625,000 operations handléd elev- 
en grades, making a net profit of but 
74 cents on every ton from nine grades 
and losing 65 cents on two other 
grades. 

“B” handled five grades with’ an 
average net profit of $1.02 plus. 

Sizable Coke Profits. 

Sizable net profits were made on 

coke by all of the dealers, even for 


the twelve-month period, ‘the report 


showed. “A’’ made $1.44 a ton;’ “B,” 


made $1.90; “C,” $1.07: “E,” $2.91, . “G,”. 


however, only made:48 cents., 

It was “A” who, according to the ac- 
companying graph, increased his gross 
profits during the strike period. ~ 

The increase was widened from 3,7 
in September to 6.7 in the middle of 
November in the case of briquettes, 
while for Logan and Faifmouht lump 
coal the profit margin stood at 7.5 in 
September and was boosted to 9.8 by 
the middle of November. In the case 
of Pocahontas coal, around which the 
profiteering charges centered,the mar- 

in barometer stood at 3.6 in Septem- 
er, 4.7 in October and 5.8 in January. 
Coke jumped from 2 in August to 5.3 
in November. 

The widened margin of gross profit 
was not so great in the operations of 
“B.” For briquettes the margin Jumped 
from 1.5 in September to 2.8 in Decem- 
ber; coke from 3 in August to 3.4 in 
September, back to 1.8 in October, then 
to 3.56 in November and 56.1 in February. 
For Pocahontas and New River coal, 
the graph stood at 36 in October, 
dsopping back a little and then going 
to 4.4 in February.

That another site for the farmers’ 
market .may be chosen instead of the

Mr. Hudson, who has been employed

Many Insurrectionists Held 
After Attempt Similar to 
That in Java. 


REVOLUTIONARY GROUP | 
REPORTED DISCOVERED | 


New Outbreak Linked With, 
Plans to Attack Batavia; 
Plans. Were Altered. 


Padang, Sumatra, Jan. 3 (By A. P.). 
A number of subversive outbreaks in 
the Siloengkang district, on the west 
coast of Sumatra, brought death to 30 
insurrectionists, while many others 
were arrested. 


The trouble started Saturday night, 
when armed native bands attacked 
government offices and police bar- 
racks and cut telegraph lines at sev- 
eral points. 

Those involved in the insurrection 
are described as communists and the 
movement is said to have been similar 
to the abortive revolt in Java, another 
island of the Dutch East Indies group 
in November. 


The center of the disturbances was 
Sawahloente, which is the seat of the 
Dutch administrative official. Here the 
subgovernor, at the head of the local 
police foree, repulsed an attacking 
party, Killing seven, after the railway 
station was destroyed ard the station 
master’s house burned.

| Montmartre’s Visitors 
Once Came to Eat Clay 


Paris,'Jan. 3 (By A. P.).—The first 
visitors to Montmartre came not for 
champagne or “folie gras,” but to re- 
gale themselves on clay. 

Prehistoric historic Parisians were 
what ethnologists call “geophagis 
or dirt eaters, and the Montmartre 
clay was renowned for its succulence 
and high nutritive value. 

Charles Fedgal, an assiduous ex- 
plorer tnto the bypaths of Parisian 
history, is authority for these state- 
ments, and he observes that the be- 
lief in the beneficial properties of 
the clay lingered until a compara- 
tively recent date. 

He tells of how, on the day that 
Charlotte Corday put an end to the 
career of the demagogue, Jean 
Marat, worn out by ill-health and 
ilil-temper, he ordered that a “de- 
canter of potter’s clay steeped in al- 

mond water” be served with his

was murdered, and Lieut. Simons, of 
the Dutch army, was killed and two 
native soldiers were wounded in an en- 
gagement with insurrectionists last 
night in Padang.

An official investigation of the Java- 
nese outbreak showed that the Novem- 
ber revolt was planned to start on the 
Island of Sumatra with the object of 
drawing off Dutch troops from Java. 
Then it was intended to attack the 
capital of Java, Batavia. For unex- 
plained reasons the plans were changed.

In the Dutch East Indies. 


The island of Sumatra, the largest 
of the great Sunda islands in the Malay 
archipelago, is one of the territories in- 
cluded in the Dutch East Indies. Most 
of the natives live by agriculture, the 
rest by cattle raising, fishing and lum- 
ber working, being little concentrated 
in towns. The population in 1920-was 
about 6,000,000. 

The insurrection movement in Java, 
which also is part of the Dutch East 
Indies, was widespread in parts of the 
western section of the island. Several 
officials were assassinated in the course 
of the outbreak, mobs running wild 
with firearms and torches on Novem- 
ber 12. Rifle volleys were necessary 
in some cases to drive off the rioters.

Moscow, Jan. 3 (By A. P.).—The Amer- 
ican fox trot, shimmy and, Charleston 
were forbidden today by the soviet. su- 
preme council for physical education as 
unfit for soviet Russia’s proletariat 
youth. 

Dr. Semashko, commissar of health, 
denounced the dances as “indecent pro- 
ducts of the fat American bourgeoisie.” 
All dances of the imperial court regime, 
involving “servile bowing, grimacing 
and courtesying,” also were banned. The 
council declares that dancing in Rus- 
sia must be spiritualized, united with 
physical culture, to replace those in- 
terdicted. 

The communist club is evolving 
dance variations in which massed danc- 
ing is featured. The most revolutionary 
of these is called “the dance of ma- 
chines,” which is designed to empha- 
size the bolshevist idea of industraliza- 
tion.

New York, Jah. 3 (By A.-P.).—The 
application of Mrs. Mabel Manton, di- 
vorced wife of William K. Manton, 
actor, to reopen her $50,000 alienation 
of affections suit against Marjorie 
Rambeau, actress, was denied today by 
the supreme court. 

Mrs. Manton’s divorce suit, naming 
Miss Rambeau as corespondent, was 
dropped last February when husband 
and wife effected a reconciliation while 
the jury was deliberating. The aliena- 
tion action, which had not yet been 
fbrought to trial, was also dropped at 
that time. 

The divorce action was reopened in 
December, however, and Mrs. Manton 
granted a decree. At the same time 
she sought to reopen her action against 
the actress and the application was 
carried to the supreme court.

London, Jan. 3 (By A. P.).—‘‘Back

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NICARAGUAN POLICY 
DENOUNCED AT PARIS

The Diaz government, it was charged 
in the resolution, was illegally elected, 
and “it must have been apparent to the 
State Department that Diaz could not 
maintain a stable government without 
the aid of American gunboats and 
American marines.” 

Doctor T. S. Vaca, Washington repre- 
sentative of Sacasa, in a statement as- 
serted that “not a single Mexican. of- 
ficer is to be found in. Sacasa’s army,” 
but at the same time declared the sail- 
ing of the United Fruit Co.’s ship 
Abangaria with an airplane and bombs 
for the Diaz forces was ample justifica- 
tion for any assistance which might be 
given to Sacasa by Mexico. The 
Abangaria is said to have sailed from 
New Orleans on December 29 to the 
Nicaraguan west coast. 


2/ Pardons Granted 
By Mrs. Ferguson 


Austin, Tex., Jan. 3 (By A. P.).— 
Gov. Miriam A. Ferguson today granted 
twenty-seven full pardons, commuted 
the life sentence imposed on Homer 
Fleming, of Kimble county, convicted 
of slaying his wife, to three years and 
issued one parole. 

The sheaf of clemency proclamations 
today brought Mrs. Ferguson’s total to 
2,979. She exceeded the clemency rec- 
ords of previous executives some time 
ago. Gov. Ferguson will end her two- 
year term January 18. 

To date she has granted 799 full par- 
dons and 815 conditional pardons in 
addition to paroles and commutations.

EMPLOYERS PROTEST 


Managua, Jan. 3 (By A. P.).—The 
Diaz government has dispatched mili- 
tary forces from Chontales department 
to intercept the liberal Sacasa troops 
ascending along the Rama and Grande 
rivers in: the direction of the Nicara- 
guan capital. 


The Diaz troops who retreated after 
their defeat by the liberals in battle 
at Las Perlas were disarmed by the 
American authorities|at El Bluff, which 
previously had been declared a neutral 
zone. American marines took away 
their arms, ammunition and machine 
guns and then. permitted them to pro- 
ceed to penne This is the same pro- 
cedure adopted by Admiral Latimer at 
Puerto Cabs headquarters of Dr. 
Sacasa, head of ‘the liberal government 
set up there. 

Final reports of the three-day 
battle last week at Las Perlas (Pearl 
lagoon) show it to have been the 
bloodiest of the present war between 
the forces, of. the Diaz conservative gov- 
ernment, recognized by the United 
States, and the Sacasa liberal govern- 
ment, recognized by Mexico. 

(Previous dispatches said the liberals 
were victorious, the conservatives re- 
tiring their main body to El Bluff, 
where they were disarmed by the Amer- 
ican naval authorities. Their rearguard 
was overcome by the liberals.) 

Of the 1,800 liberals and 1,300 con- 
servatives engaged, 302 were killed and 
150 wounded. It is impossible to give 
the respective losses — these totals, 
the dispatches say. 

No attempt was made to bury the 
dead, and many of the wounded 
crawled off into the swamps to die. 
Thousands of. vultures are hovering 
over the battlefield. 

The commander of the conserva- 
tive army announces it will be neces- 
sary to call out every ablebodied male 
between the ages of 12 and 50. He has 
received requests from American and 
other foreign planters to allow the la- 
borers to proceed with the coffee har- 
vest, but says the laborers must go to 
the front.

New York, Jan. 3 (By A. P.).—Speyer & 
Co., and J. & W. Seligman & Co., bank- 
ers, todaY announced that they were 
preparing to exercise on Thursday their 
option on controlling interests in the 
capital stock of the Victor Talking Ma- 
chine Co., recently acquired from 
Eldridge R. Johnson, founder and 
president. A special meeting of stock- 
holders has been called for Thursday 
to discuss a plan for recapitalization, 
which is regarded as a simple matter in 
view of the fact that the company has 
no funded debts and but little pre- 
ferred stock outstanding. 

The bankers have agreed to make the 
same offer which Mr. Johnson received, 
to minority~+stockholders, namely, to 
purchase their holdings at $115 per 
share. The stock is now quoted on the 
New York curb market at around $152 
a share, having advanced more than 
$30 since the option agreement was 
made public. 


Election Leaves City 
Two Sets of Workers 


Union City, N. J., Jan. 3 (By A. P.). 
Two complete sets of city employes, ap- 
pointed respectively by the outgoing 
Democratic and incoming Republican 
municipal governments, will work side 
by side until the question of which 
holds legal tenure has been decided by 
the courts. 

The situation arose out of the recent 
election in which Mayor Charles A. 
Mohn, Republican, was elected by a 
majority of 67 votes over John F. Boy- 
lan, Democrat, former mayor.

Chicago, Ill., Jan. 3 (By 
Charges that fromm $15,000 to $50,000 
and possibly a much larger sum, was

ury.” 


The other two in custody are Joseph 
Plunkett, son of a former police cap- 
tain, and L. C. Moran, an attorney. 

Smith told his story to Thompson 
and Patrick Roche, special Federal 
agent, declaring that Tashjian came to 
him and tendered a jury card bearing 
the name of Joseph Piunkett, on the 
back of which was written, “there's 
fifteen grand in it for you.” 

Smith said he was aware that ‘fif- 
teen grand’’ meant $15,000, but that 
he told Tashjian there was “nothing 
doing.”’ 

Thompson said tonight that the Fed- 
eral grand jury will be sworn in to- 
morrow and that he intended to lay all 
the evidence of the alleged plot before 
that body immediately. He indicated, 
however, that Hoffman, and his co-de- 
fendants in the recent conspiracy trial 
would not be retried. 

Federal Judge Louis Fitzhenry, of 
Bloomington, Ill., who heard the trial 
of Sheriff Hofgman and the seven 
others, was notified and was expected 
to come to Chicago tomorrow. 

The investigation by the state’s at- 
torney’s office and that of the Federal 
bureau. has been under way since 
Christmas eve, when agents obtained 
their first definite clew, Mr. Thompson 
Said . tonight. Since that time, 
Tashjian’s telephone wire has been 
tapped and additional 
closed.

Florida Denied Right 
To Challenge Heir Tax 


(By Associated Press.) 
Florida yesterday was denied per- 
mission by the Supreme Court to chal- 


lenge the validity of the inheritance 
tax provisions of the present Federal 
revenue law. In anopinion by Justice 
Sutherland, the court held that the 
State had failed to establish that it 
was suffering a wrong which furnished 
ground for redress by the courts. 

Florida had pointed out that under 
its constitution it was prohibited from 
imposing a tax upon estates and had 
insisted that the provision of the Fed- 
eral law to give credit up to 80 per cent 
on Federal inheritance taxes for similar 
State taxes was a discrimination against 
Florida. 


Strike Cripples Poultry Trade 

New York, Jan. 3 (By A. P. ).—The 
extensive live poultry business of New 
York, was crippled today by a strike 
of coop handlers and slaughter house 
employes. Because of the strike quota- 
tions were not forthcoming. The 
wholesale receivers compromised with 
union employes, raising their wages 
from $40 a week and $1 an hour over- 
time to $45 a week and $1.25 an hour 
overtime, but the slaughter houses re- 
jected the demand for $50 a week and 
$1.50 an hour overtime.

City Dry Law Arrests 
Total 5,305 For Year 


Arrests for violations of the Vol- 
stead act in the District of Columbia 
numbered 5,305 during 1926, accord- 
ing to statistics prepared by the po- 
lice department yesterday. More than 
32,000 gallons of liquor and 59,000 
gallons of mash were seized in raids, 
together with 103 stills, 566 motor 
vehicles, 10 wagons and 14 bicycles. 

For illegal possession of liquor 
3,028 persons were arrested; for 
transporting, 1,150; for selling, 1,001; 
for manufacturing, 68; for maintain- 
ing nuisance, 22; for illegal posses- 
sion of stills, 16; for conspiracy to 
defeat the law, 12; for destroying 
evidence, 3, and for miscellaneous 
offenses, 5. 

Specifications of the liquor seized 
include 105,687 quarts of whisky, 
8,612 bottles of beer, 3,620 quarts of 
alcohol, 2,595 quarts of brandy,

The question involved here is far 
greater than the issue between drys 
and wets. It is a question of the 
sovereign power of the people of the 
United States in all matters which af- 
fect their personal liberties and their 
inalienable rights. 

“However, if.this Congress should by 
any possibility decide that the people 
themselves have not this power, or are 
not to be trusted with it, then I say 
let the same interests which put over 
the eighteenth amendment and the 
Volstead act make a real prohibition 
statute. Let them prohibit the farmers 
from making their home brew. Let 
them amend the Volstead act so as to 
prevent the rich and powerful from 
keeping in their cellars and subcellars 
intoxicating liquors. Let them amend 
the Volstead act so as to send govern- 
mental agents in. swarms into the 
homes of the rich and degtroy all in- 
toxicating liquors stored therein. Let 
them, if necessary, take out of the 
volstead act every special privilege 
now accorded to the farmer and the 
rich people of the country to drink, 
while they keep from the workman and 
mechanic his glass of beer or light wine.

It would have placed 
the issue of war or peace in the hands of the 
United States, This government voluntarily 
offered to quit building if others would quit, 
leaving the British and American navies equal 
in strength and the Japanese navy three-fifths 
ae strong as either of the others. Great 
Britain and Japan agreed to the proposal. If 
it had been observed in its spirit there would 
not be today any necessity for another con- 
ference for the limitation of naval armaments. 
But both Great Britain and Japan have con- 
tinued to build up their fleets, until they are 
both stronger than the American fleet. 

The United States should resume the work 
of strengthening its navy, and it should not 
waste any time about it. Vessels appropriated 
for this winter would not be completed for 
several years. The United States is drifting 
astern in naval construction. The House com- 
mittee suggests that the appropriation bill will 
keep the navy up to its relative position, but 
this is not true. If new construction is not 
provided for, next year will find the United 
States navy relatively weaker than it is now. 
“The preponderance of American naval force 
by 1925 induced the other leading naval pow- 


--ers in 1922 to agree to a general limitation 


of battleship construction. There is no in- 
ducement now for them to agree to another 
limitation, covering all kinds of vessels. By 
insisting that the Washington treaty does not 
restrict cruiser construction, foreign govern- 
“\ ments are increasing their naval strength. 
They are technically within the four corners 
of the treaty, while actually violating its in- 
tent. The United States, therefore, is not 
bound by the intent of the treaty. That treaty 
is a scrap of paper so far as the actual strength 
of new foreign navies is concerned. 

Is the United States to assume that it can 
induce foreign powers to reduce their arma- 
ments by deliberately weakening itself? The 
answer is found in the actual increase of for- 
eign navies. Certain great powers are‘not only 
indifferent to such an example, but are build- 
ing up their naval strength in spite of the plain 
intent of the Washington treaty. 

If the United States is really anxious to en- 
_ Jarge the scope of naval arms limitation, to 
include all classes of ships, let it proceed to 
build and outbuild other nations. They are 
unable to compete with this country. . They 
will quit when they see that the United States 
"means business. But they will not quit if 
they perceive that the United States has lost 
_ its sense of reality and is deliberately -weaken- 
S its first line of defense. Every ton of 
“ _ shrinkage in American strength is not only a 
a relative increase of foreign strength, but is a 
: powerful inducement to foreign powers to

THE TURKISH TREATY. 


The Senate committee on foreign relations 
is considering. the treaty with Turkey. A few 
members of the committee are opposed to 
ratification of the pact. 

The republic of Turkey is an accomplished 
The president of that republic has dic- 
tatorial powers. He is using these powers in 
bringing his country forward. The republic 
has made great strides under the encane me 
of Mustapha Kemal Ghazi, 

The United States should resume digieatie 
and commercial relations with Turkey. Ameri- 
cans residing in that country are practically 
unanimous in urging ratification of the treaty. 
They are satisfied with it, and feel that the 
new regime will protect their rights and en- 
courage their philanthropic efforts. Important 
educational institutions under American di- 
rection are doing much good in Turkey, and 
the government chéerfully recognizes the fact. 

One of the objections raised against ratifica- 
tion of the treaty is that Turkey is an op- 
pressor of Christian minorities, especially Ar- 
menians, and that the United States should not 
“shake hands with the bloody Turk.” Arme- 
nian propaganda is active in opposing ratifica- 
tion of the treaty. 

With diplomatic relations reestablished, the: 
United States would be in a better position 
than it is now to intercede in behalf of Chris- 
tian minorities if any of those minorities 
should happen to include American citizens. 
Beyond that point the United States should not 
go, treaty or no treaty. It is not incumbent 
upon the United States to act as guardian of 
alien minorities when they are oppressed by 
foreign governments. There is as much oppres- 
sion of minorities in Europe as there is in Tur- 
key, but, thanks to the decision of the Ameri- 
can people to stay out of the league of nations, 
this country’ is not bound to reform Europe. 
If the United States protects its own citizens, 
at home and abroad, it will have its hands full. 

The treaty with Turkey should be ratified. 


SCANDAL IN COLLEGE ATHLETICS. 


The rather cynical modern adaptation of 
an old saying makes it run thus: If business 


“{nterferes with your golf, give up business. 


This maxim, with the necessary variations, 
has been further twisted so that it now ap- 
plies in a very intensive way to the college un- 
dergraduate. The author of a recently pub- 
lished, thoughtful, and practical book on 
methods of study, in exposing the fallacy that 
social training is the main thing in college 
life, says that the motto is sometimes heard: 
Do not let your studies interfere with your 
college education; and he explains that here 
the phrase ‘‘college education’’ means “stu- 
dent activities and social life.’”” He points out 
that so deeply has the idea underlying the 
motto permeated that the late Woodrow Wil- 
son, when president of Princeton, once com- 
plained that the side-shows were putting the 
main circus out of business. 

No one will deny that the social and athletic 
elements are an important and valuable part 
of college life; but neither can any one deny, 
in face of the record, that such activities, es- 
pecially those which appertain to athletics in 
the broad sense of that term, have been unduly 
magnified until they have taken on an alto- 
gether disproportionate importance in the 
mind of the student, because success in foot 
races, rowing, swimming, lawn tennis, base- 
ball, basketball and football is generally more 
spectacular than success in studies, and be- 
cause hero-worship is an integral part of the 
makeup of undisillusioned youth. These ac- 
tivities do unquestionably help to build up 
college spirit and develop loyalty. Equally 
unquestionable, however, public participation 
in them helps to advertise the college, and it 
is from this last-mentioned factor that most of 
the abuses complained of in connection with 
student athletics arise. 

Intercollege competition in sports is sup- 
posed to be conducted on the principle of the 
purest amateurism. So it is—in theory; but 
what of the practice? It is notorious that in 
many colleges the rolls are stuffed with the 
names of men who are not there for scholar- 
ship and could never get there, if scholarship 
-were the sole determinant of entrance. These 
bogus students are admitted, not because of 
any academic attainments or promise, but be- 
cause lynx-eyed scouts, ranging far and wide 
over the playgrounds of high schools and pre- 
paratory colleges, have found them to be pos- 
sessed of a certain proficiency in one or other 
of the various games that are played before 
the public. Alumni bodies and individual 
alumni’ are responsible in large part for the 
foisting in of these pseudo-students among 
the legitimate cultivators of the higher learn- 
ing, and they are ably aided and abetted in 
their unholy exertions by a few of the tougher 
and more hard-boiled instructors who, with 
great plausibility and ingenuity, are able to 
overcome the scruples and hesitation of prexy 
and his immediate entourage. 

The great medium for the cloaking of rank 
professionalism under the guise of pure ama- 
teurism is the abomination known as the ath- 
letic scholarship. Under that scheme payment 
for athletic prowess is made in money or in 
kind.and sometimes in both, and the recipient 
would at once forfeit his amateur standing, if 
only right took place. In this respect, how- 
ever, right does not take place. Further, it is 
immaterial that the holder of such a scholar- 
ship is, as a rule, an eternal thorn in the side 
of the more academically-minded instructor. 


ading as & student: the low class mark to which 
he is entitled, the greatest pressure is brought 
to bear upon him to change it, lest, under cer- 
tain filmsy requirements as to . academic 
standing, the line-up of the team tor some 
forthcoming contest should be disorganized. 
If the instructor stands firm, as he often does, 


then by hook or by crook the requirements 
are circumvented, and the whitewashed delin- 
quent takes his place among the standerd 
bearers of the college. ~ 

That this is no fanciful picture every one 
familiar with college procedure as to athletics 
is aware. The correctness of this view is 
startlingly substantiated by the admission 
made a day or two ago by the president of a 
college—and a church college, at that—in 
West Virginia. In a letter to the alumnati and 
friends of the college, the president, explaining 
recent changes-in athletic policy, ordered by 
the trustees, recounted criticisms that his cél- 
lege, as a church school, was not living up to 
its pretensions. He said that football was ‘not 
the only thing needing a change, but was the 
most important at this time, and he added the 
following significant statement: 


It is well known that football has been 
commercialized. The players have been 
receiving pay in the form of tuition fees, 
books, rooms, and board. This has 
amounted to nearly $500 per man this 
year. Every one admits that the.system . 
is bad. They say, however, it is common 
practice. : 


This West Virginian college has. seen the 
light, is repentant, and will reform. Is. it. too 


much to expect that other colleges of greater 


name will follow suit? College athletics, like 
the Augean stables, smell before high heaven, 
and it will require Herculean labor to cleanse 
them. With good will, however, it can be 
done, Let's go and tackle the job. 


KEEPING HIGHWAYS OPEN. 


With the spreading of the network of hard 
surface roads through every State and the de- 
velopment of interstate highway communica- 
tion has come the problem of keeping. those 
highways open to traffic throughout the entire 
year. 

In the old days of the bobsled and the cut- 
ter the presence of 100 ten-foot drifts of 
snow in a distance of 5 miles, while serving 
to slow down traffic between farms and mar- 
kets, did not prevent communication by any 
means. The presence of a score of “thank you 
ma’ams”’ added zest to the sleigh-ride to the 
country dance or even to church on Sunday. 
But the 8-cylinder limousine or the  60- 
horsepower truck can not negotiate a five-foot 


snow-drift, which was easily overcome by the 


Percheron team of the farmer, or the standard- 
bred trotter of the young people. Snow must 
be removed from the highways if the truck or 
the gas-buggy is to proceed, and snow removal 
has raised a problem for the highway officials 
in every rural community. That the problem 
will be met and surmounted seems probable, 
according to the Department of Agriculture, 
which announces that highway officials in 
the 36 ‘“‘snow States’’ have a program outlined 
for the present winter which proposes that 
92,756 miles of 'these highways shall be kept 
sufficiently clear of snow to assure ~— use. 
by automobiles. 

While such work is necessarily expensive, 
the cost is insignificant when compared with 
the loss occasioned to business and agriculture 
if left undone. So patent is this that the de- 
partment reports that “Enthusiasm for keep- 
ing open roads for winter traffic is so keen 
in some States that taxpayers insist on snow 
removal, even if the funds required for that 
purpose curtail road construction work.” 

Rural America is awakening in many ways, 
and among the most marked signs of progress 


is the determination of the farmer to keep in 


contact with the outside world. 


VETERANS’ INSURANCE LOANS, 


More than 2,800,000 adjusted service cer- 
tificates issued by the government to veterans 


of the world war became two years old on Jan- - 


uary 2. These certificates in reality are 20- 
year endowment insurance policies, similar to 
those written by commercial companies. Under 
the law the certificates automatically have a 
loan value when they become two years old, 
which increases as they grow older. The 
loans, however, which must be obtained from'a 
bank under governmental stpervision, are sur- 
rounded by a maze of legal red tape. The 
veteran must be known to the banker to be the 
one named in the certificate, notice of the loan 
must be made to the veterans’ bureau, and 
various affidavits must be prepared if the note 
is discounted with the Federal Reserve Bank, 
or is taken over by the veterans’ bureau if not 
paid at maturity. In the latter event the bu- 
reau will pay the bank its due and hold:the 
certificate and note at 6 per cent interest com- 
pounded annually until the veteran redeems 
them or dies, when the balance will be vad 
the beneficiary. 

At the present time the actual loan value of 
a certificate is only approximately $90, and 
despite the fact that the law permits an in- 
terest rate 2 per cent higher than the prevail- 
ing rediscount rate of the Federal Reserve dis- 
trict, the banks have adopted a united policy 
of not making the loans except, in some cases, 
to regular customers. Actually there is no 
reason why they should, for small loans can 
not be carried with profit, and banks are not 
public service institutions. This leaves the ex- 
service man out in the cold, however, with a 
scrap of paper apparently of no value until it 
matures twenty years from the date issued. 

Naturally there has been considerable pro- 
test, most of it misdirected, against the ‘banks. 
It has been suggested that the law should be 


changed so that a government agency might - 


make the loans. This step undoubtedly would 
clear up the present situation. 

On the other hand, some see in the inability 
of the veterans to secure funds a blessing in 
disguise, a forced conservation of the estate. 
Actually it seems probable that the present in- 
volved situation will solve itself, for as the 
face value of the certificates automatically in- 
creases, loans sufficiently large to enable the 
banks to make a profit soon will be possible. 
When that stage is reached the banks will be 


glad to get the business. e

THE VOLUME OF SOOT. 

St. Louis, according to the Post-Dis- 
patch, is about three times as smoky 
as Pittsburgh, which formerly had the 
unenvied title of “smoky city.” 

Average soot fall in St. Louis, cal- 
culated from figures for November, is 
775 tons per square mile annually, 
while the average for Pittsburgh prop- 
er, once about 1,000 tons, has been re- 


|}duced to about 250. The figure for 


Chicago in the loop and industrial dis- 
trict is 450 tons and in residential 
sections 150, while Memphis has an av- 
erage of 630 tons per square mile. 

Annual soot fall on the 61 square 
miles comprising St. Louis is 47,275 
tons, on the basis of the mile average. 
More than 2,700 railroad gondola cars 
would be required to carry this bulk 
away, if natural processes and clean- 
ing did not prevent its accumulation. 

The soot fall was measured in buckets 
placed on roofs of fourteen bulldings 
in different parts of the city and im-

The United States Navy 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: The 
fear has been expressed, in a very high 
quarter, that the proposed increase of 
American naval power might bring 
about a renewal of European competi- 
tive armaments. With the greatest re- 
spect, I beg to point out the reasons 
why I believe this fear to be un- 
necessary. 

In the first place, the various Euro- 
pean powers can not afford a renewal 
of competitive armaments. The money 
question comes in. The condition of 
their finances makes it absolutely im- 
possible. Moreover, the armies and 
navies of the European nations are not 
directed against America. 

Before the great war of 1914, their 
enormously swollen armaments were 
directed against one another, and 
should always continue to be so direct- 
ed. The United States is entirely out- 
side of the European struggle for power 
and territory. When America increases 
her navy, it will be for her own pro- 
tection against possible combined naval 
raids upon her coast cities, such as New 
York, and never in order to attack any 
other nation.

For $1,399,000,000 


A grand total of $1,399,000,000 of 
negro risks carried by American insur- 
ance companies was shown by a report 
of the National Negro Insurance asso- 
ciation, 23 companies included, which 
was made public through its represen- 
tatives here yesterday. Of this amount, 
one white company carried $900,000,000 
in risks. 

By all other white companies $250,-

rying $25,000,000. The total amount 
of life insurance in force in the United 
States for 1925, according to the report, 
was $73,581,675,814, the negro risks rep- 
resenting less than 2 per cent of that 
total.

U. 8S. for the first time asked me 

the other day what I thought of 
the way the “working class” threw 
their money about in this country.

It is 
Wasting. And it is a sin. The girl in 
the imitation fur coat, the man in the 
slightly unperfect diamond), ring, the 
limousine car half paid for 
grocery bill is paid not at 
suppers, brocade slippers, do 
dentists bills, undertakers bills. What 
in the wide world is the matter with 
us? No one knows. Every (ne seems 
trying to surround him with toys, 
jim-cracks that mean nothing and 
cost much. A girl friend of mine the 
other day confided without a trace of 
shame that she “spent” over $20 
every week that she never could ac- 
count for. Her income is a - little 
over a hundred a week. So that 
means that over 20 per cent of all she 
earns goes on things she can not even 
remember after she has spent the 
money that makes them hers. Is that 
ag or is it just waste? She is 
clever, intelligent, gay. But she told 
me -that if she were to become ill to- 
morrow, the only money she would 
have in the world would be her next 
pay check! Of how many people is 
that true today? Are they truly in- 
telligent to so live when every day 
some. one is stricken, some one hurt, 
some one collapses without warning. 
And where does the money go that 
these poor drifters spend? What do 
they get for what they give? My 
friend who admits that one-fifth of 
her income just disappears is a fair 
example. Her actual living expenses 
at the hotel are about one-third of 
her income—so the other two-thirds 
go’ for extra gloves, and extra shoes, 
extra frocks, and extra. hatse—and 
when the day arrives that the doctor 
says to bed—or to the hospital, there 
will be half a dozen pairs of soiled 
gloves, a dozen dresses hardly worn— 
and not $1 in the bank!

NEW YORK COTTON. 


New York, Jan. 3 (By A. P.).—The 
cotton market was lower today under 
local and Southern selling, which was 
accompanied by reports of rather freer 
spot offerings in some of the Southern 
markets.

It seemed some nedging interest had 
accumulated over the holiday, but 
offerings were by no means heavy or 
aggressive, and prices held fairly steady 
around the initial figures during early 
trading. 

Demand from shorts, or the trade, 
was in comparatively small volume, 
however, and the market eased again in 
late trading when there appeared to 
be a little more Southern selling here. 
There also were rumors of a slightly 
easier basis On some of the _ better 
grades in the South.

The traffic act directs and authorizes 
the director of traffic to establish and 
maintain boulevards or arterial high- 
ways such as Sixteenth atreet, the 
appellate court stated, and that tho 
natural result of such direction and 
authorization is that the director Is 
vested with broad powers of discretion 
in, connection with, the exclusion 
any slow moving vehicle which ordl- 
narily would cause congestion 

The appellate court also found that 
‘f the traffic regulation excluding aolid- 
tired trucks was invalid, then the whole 
act ja invalid, but the reverse happened 

The sole object of Congress in con- 
ferring power upon the director of 
traffic to establish and maintain 
arterial highways or boulevards was to 
epeed up traffic to a potnt consistent 
with saafety for both driver and 
pedestrian, the appellate court said 

Of course, the court declared, such 
traffic regulations and even the 7von- 
ing regulations, nay have been entirely 
out of place 50 years ago, but the world 
moves, and traffic must move with It 
and not be tied up behind a heavy, 
siow moving solid-tired truck, accord- 
ing to the. court's opinion. 


Uses Own Discretion. 


The opinion broadly infers that the 
director of traffic may use his own 
common sense in barring any kind of 
vehicle on arterial highways and boule- 
vards which may tend to cause con- 
gestion. 

The use of the public streets is not 
an unqualified right, but is subject to 
such limitations as modern civilization 
demands for its protection. 

The truck case was argued the same 
time as the case jnvolving the horse 
drawn vehicle. The traffic authorities 
lost the horse drawn vehicle case in 
the police court, but since the appel- 
late court has taken the view that the 
director of traffic was within his rights 
in barring a solid-tired truck or any 
other “slow moving" vehicle, it is the 
consensus. of opinion § around the 
courts that the traffic authorities will 
win the case involving the horse drawn 
vehicle.
